PEACE MOVES FAIL 
Lewis Asks President's 


Support for Sit- 


Down Strikers 


Washington—CD—John L. Lewis 


rallied strikers paralyzing the au- 
tomobile industry today to sit tight 
for an "honorable settlement'' 


Talking to reporters shortly af- 


ter President Eoosevelt had sug- 
gested "in the interest of peace" a 
truce on "statements, 
conversa- 


tions and headlines," Lewis said the 
strike would continue "long enough 
to force General Motors into a col- 
lective bargaining contract." 


Washington—(3^— President Roo- 


sevelt said today statements, con- 
versations and headlines were "not 
in order" in efforts to settle 'the 
automobile strike. 


The president made his first com- 


ment on the sit-down strike in Gen»- 
eral Motors plants at his first press 
conference of his second term. 


In response to questions about 


the stalemate in government efforts 
to settle the widespread strike, Mr. 
Roosevelt said: 


"I have no further news 
than 


•what you have Of course, I think 
that in the interest of peace there 
come moments when statements. 
conversations and headlines are not 
in order." 
In a departure from customary 


rules of his press conferences, he 
allowed this statement to be quoted. 


It aroused immediate speculation 


over whether he directed it against 
any particular statement of either 
side, or press interviews and other 
remarks given by representatives 
of both sides. 


Negotiations for further confer- 


ences ended abruptly for the sec- 
ond time here yesterday after con- 
ferences at the labor department. 


Lewis Statement 


John L. Lewis, head of the com- 


mittee for industrial organization, 
told newspaper men last night the 
"same economic royalists" 
which 


the president assailed in accepting 
the Democratic presidential nomin- 
ation ""now had "their'fangs'in la- 
bor, and the people of this country 
now expect the administration to 
do all it can in a legal way to help 
repel this same rapacious enemy." 


Alfred P. Sloan, Jr, General Mo- 


tors 
president, left 
Washington 


shortly after Lewis had spoken. 
John Thomas Smith, General Mo- 
tors counsel, later declared it was 
plain from Lewis' statement that it 
would be impossible to get the sit- 
down strikers .out .of the

reopening of 


negotiations "

Senator Produces Record 


To Show 16 Guards 


Convicted of Crimes 


Washington—dP>—Senate 
investi- 


gators received an affidavit today 
that an agent for the National Metal 
Trades' association recruited labor 
spies by posing as a government of- 
ficer "investigating sabotage in in- 
dustrial plants." 


Chairman LaFollette (P-Wis.) of 


the senate committee studying civil 
liberties violations put in evidence 
the affidavit by Carl Eckhardt, New 
York machinist He said the asso- 
ciation sent him into the Pratt- 
Whitney Aircraft company plant at 
East Hartford, Conn, to check on 
labor conditions. 


He was hired at the association's 


New York office last August, the 
affidavit said by a man who "rep- 
resented himself as Captain Hoi- 
man, 
an officer of the United States 


government." 


Roosevelt -was asked several other 
questions about the stake, includ- 
ing a request for comment on Lew- 
is' blunt suggestion that since labor 
"intervened" for the president in 
the presidential campaign, it "was 
tip to the president" to intervene 
for labor in the automobile indus- 
try. 


To all queries, however, the pres- 


ident replied that his brief two- 
sentence statement 
comprised all 


he had to say. The conference left 
unanswered the question of wheth- 
er the chief executive personally 
would take a hand m_the situation. 


Lewis withheld, for the time be- 


ing at least, comment on the presi- 
dent's statement. Secretary* Perkins 
likewise had no immediate com- 
ment 


Peace negotiations outwardly ap- 


peared at a standstill. 


Secretary Perkins' final effort to 


bring about a peace agreement 
broke down late last night when 
Sloan expressed disapproval of a 
statement 
by Lewis that there 


would be "no half baked compro- 
mise." 


"We found ^t useless at this time 


to discuss further any ideas we 
might have," 
said Sloan before 


leaving for New York early today. 


"Any time the president sends for 


us, we'll be here." 


Lewis, who declared his cam- 


paign to or* anize Ford and Chrys- 
ler workers would follow settle- 
ment of this walkout, was asked if

Homer D. Sayre of Chicago, the 


association's soft-spoken executive, 
testified the organization furnished 
"special contract operatives" to ob- 
tain information on labor condi- 
tions in the plants of its 900 mem- 
bers. 


He told Chairman LaFollette CP- 


Wis) yesterday that the associa- 
tion operated a "strike insurance" 
system, under which it took com- 
piete cnarge or its metnoers labor 
troubles, recruiting strike-breakers 
and negotiating with striking em- 
ployes. 


LaFollette introduced police rec- 


ords for 1 out of 42 guards supplied 
by the association through a Cleve- 
land detective agency for the re- 
cent Black and Decker Manufac- 
turing company strike at 
Kent, 


Ohio. 


Guards Were Paid

Milwaukee—C3>—The federal gov- 


ernment, winning conviction of 
three defendants, today scored the 
first victory in its sweeping attack 
on what it charges is a nationwide 
ring that has swindled $20,000,000 
through fake "eye treatments during 
the last 20 years. 


Those 
convicted • were 
Frank 


Mackett, Jr., and William Hanecy, 
Milwaukee attorneys, and Samuel 
Birnstein, New Orleans. A fourth 
defendant in the same case, Lewis 
Levy, of Des Moines, Iowa, pleaded 
guilty. 


The four were among the ten in- 


dicted here last November on 
charges of conspiracy to use the 
mails to defraud. Charges against 
one, who turned government wit- 
ness, have been dismissed; 
two 


others pleaded guilty; one is a fugi-4 
tive, and the others face trial in 
other cases. 


Mackett was convicted 
on all 


three counts, two imolvmg 
the 


transfer of checks and the third in- 
volving conspiracy. The first two 
counts each carry penalties of five 
years or $1,000 fine or both. The 
conspiracy count carries a penalty 
of two years or $10,000 or both, 


Guilty on Z Counts 


Hanecy and Birnstein were con- 


victed on two counts, one of con- 
spiracy and the other of transfer of 
checks. The check deals were con- 
cerned with the swindling of Mr. 
and Mrs. Herman Voelker of Ripon, 
Wis 


Counsel for Mackett and Hanecy 


asked for a retriaL Judge F A Gei- 
ger instructed him to file his mo- 
tion within two days 


The jury took the case late yes- 


terday, reaching a verdict s^ven 
and a half, hours later. The verdict 
was sealed for presentation to Judge 
Geiger with the re-convening of 
court today. 


The trio went on trail last Mon- 


day A co-defendant, Lewis Lec> 
of Des Moines, Iowa, pleaded guilty. 
Charges against another, John M. 
Gray of Dallas, Texas, were dis- 
missed. 


Gray testified for the government, 


detailing transactions he had with 
the defendants in dealings with Mr. 
and Mrs. Herman Voelker of Riponr 
Wis. The Voelkers complained they 
lost $6,000 to the ring 


Judge Geiger denied motions for 


directed verdicts of acquittal for 
each of the three defendants before 
the start of arguments. In out- 
lining his charge to the jury, the 
judge said there was no doubt a 
conspiracy to defraud through the 
use of the mails existed and that the 
jury must decide if any or all the 
defendants were part of the con- 
spiracy.

according to^ 'the- annual report of 
Fire, Chief George P. McGillan.' In

.alarms during the year, 286 re- 
ceived by telephone, 17 by alarm 
boxes, 6 by police and 8 by pedes- 
trians.

Cigarets were blamed for 9 fires 


in the 12-month period. There were 
52 chimney fires, 45 grass fires, 34 
roof fires started by sparks .from 
chimneys and 27 rubbish fires. 


List Fire Causes 


The list of factors which caused 


fires or prompted calls for the de- 
partment shows 14 caused by short 
circuits - in.;. automobiles, ;.11 by 
smokey furnaces, 9 by 
children 


playing with matches. 9 by kero- 
sene stoves, 7. "each' .by materials 
piled too 
close to furnaces, 
oil 


burners, blow torches, spontaneous 
combustion and automobile back- 
fires. 


Six fires were caused by over- 


heated stove pipes,- five- each .by. 
lightning, gas stoves, gasoline stoves 
and1 unknown causes, 4 each by au- 
tomobile collisions, plugged chim- 
ney^ and ashes in wood containers, 
3, each by unprotected stoves, de- 
fective furnace 
breeching, defec- 


tive chimneys, defective wiring and 
ignition of trees by power lines. 


"Smoke" Was Steam 


On two occasions, persons calling 


the firemen - mistook steam 
for 


smoke and called the firemen. Two 
fires were caused by electric heat- 
ers, two each by careless handling 
of 
gasoline, electric flat 
irons, 


grease on top of stoves, fire crack- 
ers, tar kettles and overheated au- 
tomobile brakes. 


Twice .firemen were called to 


rescue cats from atop light poles. 
Smoking in bed caused one blaze 
and an electric warming pad an- 
other.

In order to,see the issues against 


their larger oackground one . may 
say that there are two/international 
systems in the world today. In the 
one system, nations are engaged in 
a feverish race of armaments; to 
make these armaments they are ex- 
hausting their savings and lowering 
their standard of life, and in their 
effort to achieve military self-suf- 
ficiency they are strangling their 
foreign trade. In the other system, 
which has the United States as its 
center, pressure is being exerted to 
open the channels of trade by the 
reduction of tariffs and by the 
restoration of a world currency. In 
this system -peace prevails, and is 
growing stronger. In the other sys- 
tem war is rapidly approaching. 
Problem of European 


• Peace Up to Germany 


The problem of European peace 


turns on whether Germany can or 
will enter the peaceable system or 
whether she will arm in isolation 
until hunger and bankruptcy bring 
about an explosion. This alterna- 
tive is the key to the complicated 
diplomacy of Europe today and to 
the hidden political struggle with-, 
in Germany. 


Now, it is-plain that the attrac- 


tiveness of the peaceable' system 
and the bargaining power of its 
members would be enormously en- 
hanced if Great Britain ' and the 
United States, being the two great 
commercial powers, were to make a 
reciprocal treaty which "opened up 
trade much more fully. 
Such a 


.treaty 
would 
not only increase 


prosperity all over the world, but 


• it would offer the German business 


men, 
for whom Dr. Schacht speaks. 


a real alternative to the suicidal 
adventure into which they are be- 


"• ing-dragooned. 


Britain Mnst Offer 
Germany Improvement 


It is plain to" every one that if 


Great Britain is to make peace with 
Germany she must offer Germany 


, a greatly improved economic pros- 


pect. But that is impossible unless 
there is a great revival of world 
trade due to the lowering of cco- 


•5 nomic'barriers. An Anglo American 


•„ reciprocal treaty would be a pow- 
* erful instrument for lowering the 
" barriers. They cannot be lowered 
.- effectively without, such a treaty. 


It is, of course, well known that 


the American government would 
like to make such a treaty not only 
because it would improve trade but 
as a decisive contribution to peace. 
In principle the British government 
would presumably also like 
to 


. make such a treaty. But the pro- 


ject has been more or less stalled, 


- and in the past year something has 


occurred here which might "wreck 
it completely. 
This is the move- 


ment in Congress to put an em- 
bargo not only on arms and mu- 
nitions but on all important raw 
materials. 
She Most Be Sure Of 
Supplies in Event Of War 
| 


Obviously, the British govern- 


ment, which is arming anxiously, 
must make sure that it will obtain 
necessary supplies in the" event of 
war. If Congress decrees that Brit- 
ain cannot buy these supplies here 
in time of war, then Britain must 
begin now in time of peace to buy 
them from 
countries which will 


continue to supply her. That means 
that Britain could make no real 
treaty, that on the contrary she 
would have to divert as much of 
her trade as possible away from 
the United States. Thus the kind 
of neutrality advocated by Sen- 
ator Nye threatens to wreck the 
tariff program of Secretary Hull, 
and all the hopes of peace which 
are attached to that program. 


Now this is where the great de- 


cisions have to be taken by the two 
governments. The British have to 
decide whether they will make a 
reciprocal tariff treaty. We have to 
decide whether we will reject the 
idea of a mandatory embargo in 
case of war. If the British decide 
against the treaty they will not only 
make it harder to come to terms 
with Germany but they will almost 
surely strengthen the movement in 
this country which is represented 
by Senator Nye. Thus they will se- 
riously \\-eaken their 
position if 


they are forced to go to war. And if 
we decide to follow 
Senator Nye 


rather than the President and Mr. 
Hull, there will be no real trade 
treaty with Britain, and war will 
be much more probable. 
Each Government Will 
Serve Its Own Interests 


On the other hand, if Britain de- 


cides for the treaty while we de- 
cide against the embargo, each gov- 
ernment will have served its own 
interests and together they will 
have served the interests of peace 
throughout the world. 


It may prove to have been an 


historic week end 
at the White 


House if it turns out that these is- 
sues and these choices have been 
made clear there. Mr. Runciman's 
unostentatious visit to' Mr. Roose- 
velt may in the end prove to have 
been more significant than Gener- 
al Goering's rather more spectacu- 
lar visit to Mussolini.

Newton D. Baker, President Wilson's 


secretary of war, has sprung to the de- 
fense, of Ms chief with a book entitled 
"Why We Went to War." 


Aside from Mr. Baker's well known 


and almost classic loyalty to President 
Wilson the book furnishes a guidestring 
to help lead us back onto the road of 
sanity, for if we never appraise correctly 
the reason that lead us into war how can 
we expect to avoid them in the future? 


We may treat Mr. Baker's defense of 


his chief as an interesting personal trib- 
ute but we cannot avoid his swift and de- 
termined disposition of the charge that 
munition makers had any influence on 
the American decision. Mr. Baker re- 
members so poignantly his own effort to 
arm and equip that swift Pershing expe- 
dition into Mexico when we were deter- 
mined to wipe out Villa and the sad con- 
clusion to which he came 
because he 


found that America didn't have munition 
makers and he even couldn't get suitable 
equipment for that relatively small expe-

He continues that "when we began the

About 3431 years ago, to be exact on 


the 5th day of February, 1494 B. C. the 
tombs of Ra-Mose and Hat-Nufer, father

Lumberjacks and Their Work 


V—STORIES AND SONGS 


Along with their heavy work, 


lumberjacks have many hours to 
spend in play of one kind or an- 
other. At some camps they toil from 
dawn to dusk, but winter days are 
short, and there are long evenings 
to use for amusement. The men 
play cards and other games. They 
sing songs, and tell stories about 
Paul Bunyan, the famous lumber- 
jack hero of legend. 


Great "log- rafts" float down to- 


ward the sea. 


Stories about Paul Bunyan have 


been told for close to a hundred 
years. Some say the stories grew 
from the life of a real person, "a 
mighty-muscled, bearded giant who 
lived in northern Ontario." 


The Bunyan stories have grown 


until they are a long distance past 
belief. One tale tells how Bunyan ' 
was given the task of taking the 
logs from the states now called 
North and South Dakota, and did 
the work "by hauling a section of 
land at a time to the landing place 
with the help of the Big Blue Ox." 
The Big Blue Ox had the special 
name of "Babe," and legend says he 
"measured 42 oxhandles and a plug 
of chewing tobacco between the 
horns." 


Such stories may seem silly to 


others, but they have given the 
woodsmen something to talk about. 


Lumberjack ballads often tell a 


tale of adventure, and sometimes 
there is a sad ending. One tells the 
life story of Guy Read, "as fine a 
young man as ever you did see." A 
group of men were handling logs in 
a river, when a log jam took place. 
All knew it would be dangerous to 
break the jam, but Read volunteer- 
ed to do it. "The logs he quickly 
started," says trie ballaB, "the jam it 
cracked below. It sped on down- 
ward to the verge, but would no 
farther go. This young man now ap- 
proached the verge of the landing 
high '. ... Up went a shout of warn- 
ing ... He rolled the log about half 
way off when the- landing broke 
like glass. As quick as thought he 
disappeared into .the rolling mass." 


Read's body was found and he 


was buried on a bank of the riv- 
er. "Gently," the ballad goes on to 
say, "they laid him on the ground 
beneath a shady tree." 


Besides the old method of float- 


ing logs downstream, lumbermen 
have built many log rafts. These 
are huge " bundles" of logs, chain- 
ed together tightly enough. 'Up to 
the year 1915 they were fairly com- 
mon sights on the Mississippi river. 
In more recent -times the Ottawa 
and the ; St. Lawrence rivers have 
been used for log rafts, also certain 
rivers leading to the Pacific . coast. 
Many of them have been pulled by 
tugboats on ocean trips from Port- 
land, Ore., to San Diego, Calif. An 
ocean-going raft may measure from 
800 to 1,000 feet in length, and may 
contain logs with a total weight of 
10,000 tons.

HE basketball rules .are going 
to catch it again this winter, 
oc-at least it appears they are. 


In collegiate-ball a big percent- 


age of the coaches are disgusted 
with the "going .to a fire" .type of 
play produced by 
the 10-second 


rule and by the 3-second rule in the 
fre* throw circle and lane. And, 
imbued with the idea that the rule 
makes useless a great part of what 
should be legitimiate playing floor, 
they're preparing to gang up on it. 


The "10-second" regulation, re- 


quiring a team in possession of the 
ball in its own territory to hustle it 
across the line dividing the length 
of the floor into halves, within 10 
seconds,, cut offensive territory 
in 


half, this school of thought insists. 
The ''three-second" rule, which says 
that a player may not remain in 
the foul circle or the lane under the 
basket, with or without the ball, has 
removed a big chunk from that 
half.

1920 Strikes in Italy 


The 
situation 
in 
Michigan is 


somewhat parallel to what happen- 
ed in Italy in the sit-down strikes 
in 1920, when the 
workmen not 


only seized the plants but went fur- 
ther when they attempted to pro- 
duce goods and sell them, a devel- 
opment which was the forerunner 
of government intervention in the 
form of fascism 


Today the governor of Michigan 


lias actually counselled the sheriff— 
the law enforcement officer of a 
county—not Jo attempt .to enforce 
an injunction issued by a court of 
law. The governor did not do so 
because he had any less respect for 
the law than the sheriff, but he rec- 
ognized expediency as more im- 
portant in this case than principle. 


If the strike is settled soon and 


sit-down strikers are condemned or 
rendered futile, Mr. Murphy's cau- 
tion will seem to many to have 
been justified. If. however, the sit- 
down strikers lead to a breakdown 
of human rights in property in oth- 
er parts of the country, the Michi- 
gan precedent set by Governor 
Murphy will be of transcendent im- 
portance to the future of labor war- 
fare 


The issue, however, is no" longer 


in Michigan. It is on the doorstep 
of the White House, and on the 
president s desk and deep in the 
recesses of his mind as he strug- 


gles with perhaps the most difficult 
problem he has yet faced. 


Expects U. S. Help 


Some indication of the way mat- 


ters are shaping up may be seen in 
the pronouncement 
by John 
L. 


Lewis that he expects the adminis- 
tration to "help the 
xvorkers in 


every legal way." Mr. Lewis points 
out that the employers in this in- 
stance differed in their political 
views from the administration and 
that this means they ought now be 
punished, or at least that the full 
power of the government should be 
thrown on the side of the strikers. 


Mr. Lewis and his affiliated or- 


ganizations contributed upwards of 
$1.000,000 to help reelect Mr. Roose- 
velt, and the Lewis group is not 
averse to reminding the administra- 
tion of its obligations in that re- 
spect. 


Mr. Roosevelt does not of course, 


wish to give any impression that his 
sympathies are for or against any 
group—his primary interest 
is 


oeace. because, when a big indus- 
try like motor production and ac- 
cessories is tied up, profits are not 
earned. Profits, of course, are count- 
ed upon to .yield taxes in increas- 
ing quantities this year to help 
balance the budget If General Mo- 
tors loses out and the other motor 
companies are then taken in hand, 
as Mr. Lewis publicly threatens, it 
will be a short step for other or- 
ganizations of workmen to rise up 
in other industries, and, by seizure 
of the property of the employers, 
force a capitulation 
to their de- 


mands. 


Facts Ignored 


The most interesting thing about 


the controversy'is that nobody has 
moved to get the facts. General Mo- 
tors claims that 79 per cent of the 
employes want to work 
and that 


Lewis and his group represent a 
minority. Petitions have been sign- 
ed by many thousands of workers 
asking that they be permitted to go 
back to work. 


What does the majority say? The 


Wagner labor relations 
act pro- 


vides machinery for holding secret 
ballot elections" to "determine what 
is the will of the majority in a 
plant or an industry, as the nation- 
al labor relations board may desig- 
nate But before the elections could 
be held, there is another 
point 


which the General Motors manage- 
ment evidently deems of paramount 
importance. Shall the occupation of 
private property be condoned as a 
proper weapon of economic force' 
If it is, then it will be contended 
that property rights are at the van- 
ishing point in America, and the 
pathway to fascism, with all its in- 
evitable and deplorable restrictions 
of the individual, would seem to be 
opened, notwithstanding the ear- 
nest protestations of the president 
that America"can and shall preserve 
democracy 


So the issue is definitely up to the 


president, and he may have an op- 
portunity sooner than he antici- 
pated to show that "private auto- 
cratic po\\er," whether it arises 
from employers or employes, can- 
not dictate to the government or to 
the people by taking the law into 
their own hands
